Cardinal Janfon is preraring to go for 
France. rumour'd, thatthe Viceroyfhip of Na- 
ples will be giver to the Prince of Vaudemont Go- 
vernour of the Mileneze ; becaufe the Duke of Ef- 
calona who is at prefenc poffcfs’d of i, has given 
Umbrage to the 2 Crowns, by refufi-g at feveral 
Times ro let che Frenth have the Guard of the Ca- 
files of tlic City of N:ples.

We have 
reed Advice by the Way ef Bofnia, that the 
Grend Vizier is dead ; and that it is very probable 
thar Digniry will be gonferr’d by the Porte upcn 
Jbrahim Baffi, who afftr the Peace of Carlowitz 
concluded with the Emperor, was fent Ambaffador 
tothe Court of Vienna. Signior Davia, late Nun- 
cio from the Pope to the Court of Vienna, has pafs'd 
through this City in his Return to Rome. 

Genoa, March 21. The Caftle of Nice is wholly 


demolith'd, and the Materials with which it was 
built are tran{ported to Antibes. The Mines that 
were made to blow up it’s Works, kill'd and wound- 
ed feveral Perfons, and damag’d the neighbouring 
Houfes, when they were f{prung. An Edict has 
been publifh'd by the French at Nice, which enjoyns 
the Inhabitants thereof and efpecially Landlords 
that are abfenr, to return co their Houfes by a time 
limited, cn very fevere Penalties. 

Cazal, March 24. We are getting ready here all 
things neceffary for the Siege of Tusin ; and the 
Duke of Savoy on his Part is prepar'd to make a 
viyorous Defence : He has caus’d a great Number 
of Works to be made on the Hill of the Capuchins 
aud about the Citadel, to render them of very diffi- 
cult Approach ; fo that it will be neceffary to make 
feveral Attacks before the Body of the Place can be 
invelted. The Duke of Mantua is making Prepa- 
raion for his Departure from Mantua to come and 
command ovr Army in Piemont: ’Tis reported as 
certain, that he will, be follow’d by a Detachment 
of the Army in Lombardy. The Advices from the 
Veroneze, fay Genera] Pate was marching down the 
Adige with a Body of 2000 Foot and 1000 Imperial 
Cuiraffiers ; and that thereupon M. de Guerchois 
had drawn Troops together to oppofe him.

Viggna, March 27. Some Perfons at Court pre- 
tend tb have Advice, that Count Marfigli is now 
actually ar Conftantinople, and has in the Name of 
the French King made great Offers to the Turkith 
Court, to engage them to break the Truce with the 
Emperor, while King Staniflaus of Poland is endea- 
vouring to engage the Tartars to fall upon the Muf- 
covites. Prince Lewis of Baden, has fent feveral 
Remontftrances to this Court of the bad Condition of 
the Troops on the Upper Rhine, and of the extra- 
ordinary Preparations made by the Enemy. Prince 
Eugene of Savoy, has directed his Servants to be 
ready to fet out the 29th Inftant, with his Baggage 
for Itely ; and propofes to follow them him(elf a 
few Days after. The Prince of Elbceuf is to ferve 
under him asa Volunteer, but has a Promife of the 
firft vacant Regiment. Prince William of Saxe- 
Gotha, Brother of the reigning Duke of that Name, 
is come hither ; in Order to go to Italy to command 
the 3000 Saxe-Gothans which England and Holland 
fend thither to reinforce the Empéror’s Army. 
M. Occolucciani, the Hungarian Deputy, is arriv’d 
here from Tirnau, with an Account that the Chief 
of the Malecontents have rejected the Emperor's 
laft Propofals for a Ceffation of Arms; and that the 
Minifters Mediators are abour to return hither, at 
leaft unlefs the Imperial Court forthwith fend new 
Propofals, for continuing the Negociations with a 
better Profpect of Succels.

Ausbeug, April 1. We have Advice, that the Diet 
of the Empire at Ratisbon, has pafs'd a final Refolu- 
tion touching the Affairs of the War, and fent it to 
Paffau to Cardinal Lamberg the Emperor's firft Ple- 
nipotentiary. The Reman Catholick Electors and 
other Princes oppos'd ftrennoufly the Demand of the 
Proteftants that the 2 Generals of the Empire, viz. 
the Prince of Baden and the Margrave of Barcith 
fhould command the Army by Turns ; urging, that 


it was not a thing practicable, nor had been ar- 
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tempted to be put in practice in the preceding Wars 
that broke out in 1664, 1672, and 1683 ; but the 
Proteftants alledg’d the Example of the King of 
France, who as often as he has thought fit to have 2 
Marthals in one Army, has caus’d them to command 
each his Day in Turn ; and infifted fo pofitively on 
it, that ‘tis faid the Roman Catholicks agreed with 
them at length ; and made it an Article of the faid 
Refolution. =

Hague, April 9. The End of laft Month, the Mi- 
nifter ot the Elector of Treves, who alfo tranfacts 
the Affairs of the Eftares of the Circle of Swabia at 
this Court, deliver’d a Letter from thofe Eitates to 
their High Mightyneffes, (which is prefum'd to be 
of the fame Tenour with another Letter written by 
them at the fame time to the Queen of England.) 
importing in Subftance, That that Circle would have 
their Concingent of Troops ready in ume and alfo 
their Magazines, and that it was to be with'd the 
other Circles and Princes of Germany would be as 
forward with their Contingents ; but feeing the E- 
nemy were making incredible Preparations in Aiface, 
and chreaten’d to make extraordinary Efforts, they 
eatneftly defic'd that England and Hoiland would 
have an Eye to the State of things on that tide, and 
affift in preventing the Enemy’s breaking into their 
Circle and ravaging it with that mercilefs and in- 
folent Fury which the French are wont to exercife 
wherever they find they havethe fuperioriry. They 
have fince reiterated their liftances, hearing thar the 
Troops of Hanover and Heffe Caffel are to leave 
their Quarcers about the middle of this Month to 
march down to the Maefe; and defire that the 
Pruifian Troops which ferv’d the laft Campaipn oa 
the Upper Rhine, may return thither. Yécerday 
the Pruifian Minifter M. Smetcau gave a nobie En- 
tertainment at the Royal Houle of Honflaerdyke to 
Signior Mocenigo, late Ambaffador of the Republick 
of Venice at the Court of England, who defigas to 
fet out from hence for Venice the 12th Inftant.
